City Milk Supply 


Vastly Improved 


Says Examiner 


The Public Welfare Committee of 
the city council which, during the 
past several months has devoted its 
attention towards making Danville's 
milk supply safe, has succeeded in im- 
proving materially conditions which 
gave rise to the 8care of typhoid fever 
last Summer. Ur. Samuel Claman, 
city bacteriologist, who was approach- 
ed this morning with a view of ascer- 
taining to what degree improvement 
has been made, said that ,th*s bacter- 
iological charts of the milk supply 
ahow beyond a doubt that 'it is today 
entirely satisfactory and justifies the 
restoration of public confidence in the 
milk that is being sold here. 


Co-operation pn the. part of the milk 
dealers with the city health depart- 
ment, the operation of the new milk 
ordinance combined with the 
rigid 
supervision of the dairies, have com- 
bined to make Danville's milk supply 
•*afe and rendering remote the danger 
of a scare, the Justification of which is 
a doubtful question in the light of the 
jury's verdict in the case of Mrs. R. P. 
Moss against \V. E. Fulton, in Febru- 
ary, when the matter was aired exten- 
«.-ely in the corporation court. 
The Danville milk supply under con- 
stant supervision by B.L. Hatchett who 
•jome months ago was appointed in- 
spector of dairies and who has been 
devoting his time to seeing that the 
provisions of the milk ordinance are 
properly met. Five of the largest 
dairymen ha-ve undertaken the build- 
ing of new modern dairy barns. Ow- 
ing, however, to the prolonged bad 
weather which prevented construction 
work being pushed, tne council has 
seen flt to delay the enforcement of 
certain provisions of the ordinance 
until the improvements can be com- 
pleted. 


Dr Claman said this morning that 
there is a marked improvement in the 
milk as shown by the tests which he 
is making constantly. 
Specimens of 
milk from every dairy or milk pur- 
veyor doing business In Danville are 
taken to the bacteriologist every week 
and these are each submitted to the 
standard tests. There is the test which 
shows whether or not the milk is up to 
standard in elements of nutritive value 
tsuch as butter fat. There is another 
which determines the ratio of bacter- 
ia count in each cubic centimetre and 
finally there is the mechanical device 
which shows at a glance the degree of 
visible impurities in the milk. 
These specimens are taken by Mr. 
Hatchett at uncertain times. He is .n 
the habit of descending upon ': e milk 
wagons in the street and taking a bot- 
tle from 
them, this being taken 
straight to the city health office -where 
it is analyzed. He also visits the rail- 
way station and meets incoming trains 
carrying in shipped milk and is able to 
determine if the product is coming in 
at too high a temperature. Samples of 
this milk also are taken and subject to 
bacteriological examination. Dr. Cla- 
man is of the opinion that the milk is 
safer th^an it has been since he came 
here and that it shows a. growing im- 
provement." Th« nutritive- properties, 
in milk have shown an increa&e and 
the bacteria count has shown a heal- 
thy decrease, -while thanks to the 
•adoption of more modern methods 
-ind greater care in protecting milk 
during the milking process it is freer 
from impurities. 
Following the com- 
pletion of the analysis cards are sent 
to the dairjmen showing how then 
milk measures up and helpful sugges- 
tions are made if necessary. In some 
instances where shipped milk contin- 
ued to violate provisions of the city 
ordinance notice was served 
on the 
shippers to stop it and this has been 
done. 
In cases where the bacteria count is 
abnorrnlly high notice is at once serv- 
ed on the dairyman to pasteurize his 
rnilk or stop selling it in its raw state. 
The weekly supervision enables the 
cityfeealth department to keep a close 
check on the milk, and to minimize 
the danger of bad milk, causing illness 
and digestive disturbance15, especiair 
among children and infants. 
The situation in Danville regarding 


milk is considered by the health de- 
pai\tment as quite satisfactory and the 
reassuring statements which are com- 
ing from that quarter are of value anu 
not without comfort as the warm sea 
son which is the danger period for 
milk draws near.

gier* and bootleggers recently con- 
ducted in Florida has reduced smug- 
gling ^nOre than 80 per cent, and mode 
possible still further reduction. 
This IB my oplnlqn after first hand 
observation of conditions and develop- 
ments and a personal survey extend- 
ing to Cuba and the Bahamas. 
Stnuggling of liquor Is not a simple 
process. 
Smuggling of drugs, simple as It is, 
on account of the vast quantity sus- 
ceptible of being compressed into 
small packages and easily concealed, 
has felt the arm of the law and is well 
under control. 
But even a single case of liquor is 


difficult of concealment, and it Is not 
only a problem to transport It b- boat 
or airplane, but the problem Is still 
greater to dispose of it, by shipment 
or otherwise, when landed on our 
shores.Problem of Transportation. 
When it is understood that the bus- 
iness of smuggling is not conducted to 
supply individuals 
of southeastern 
coast states,, that there Is no profit in 
such patronage, that the big revenue 
comes In supplying bootleggers in 
northern States, the problem Is mere- 
ly that of transportation. 
Our mission to Florida accomplish- 
ed co-operation with Florida railways 
which put an absolute end to liquor 
shipments, whether camouflaged or 


The officials of the railway" will, I 
am certain, do what they agreed to 
which means no more illegal transpor- 
tation of "booze. 
With euch avenues closed, how Is 
the liquor to be brought north? Trans- 
porting It via auto is not feasible. It 
Is too hazardous and will not be at- 
tempted for long distances. 
Shipped by Train. 
Previous to our visit to Florida, 
smugglers and bootleggers took ad- 
vantage of so-called non-agent sta- 
tion- in Florida, where smuggled 
liquor, enclosed In burlap sacks, was 
piled into freight and refrigerator cars 
and hidden with grapefruit tomatoes 
and other varieties of fruit and vege- 
tables. 
The shippers prepared their own 
bills of lading, using fictitious names, 
and these bills of lading were picked 
up, together with the cars, by conduc- 
tors as they came along with their 


In this way vast quantities of smug- 


gled liquor reached northern points 
If a smuggler was able to get three 
loaded cars through to New York, it 
is said, hia profit was sufficient to en- 
able him to retire for life.

For instance, three cars would car- 


ry about 2000 cases, costing originally 
approximately $36,000. Sold at New- 
York prices, more than $60,000 would 
be netted. 


Going; to the Top. 


Quite a bit of cash waa required to 
swing a big bootleggmg-smuggling 
deal. One of the results of our cam- 
paign, wherein a banker waa arrested 
on a conspiracy charge in connection 
with alleged smugglers and bootleg- 
gers, is that hereafter funds will not 
be so readily advanced. 
All is not real liquor because the 
label says so. I witnessed with 
own eyes the shipment of nearly 200 
barrels of Cuban alcohol from Havana 
at Nassau, and learned personally that 
it was to be used there bv an ex- 
American whisky operator who is con- 
ducting an extensive rectifying plant. 
In other words, alcohol, distilled in 
Cuba from 
Cuban molasses, 
which 
costg less than two cents a wine gal- 
lon, is mixed with 
liquor removed 
from bottles of standard brands, and 
the doctored product is the stuq smug- 
gled into America in refilled bottles 
with counterfeit labels, stamps and 
seals. 
• 
"With agents under cover stationed 
at Nassau and Havana, traveling on 
liners and trains, with full authority 
to inspect cargoes and shipments, 
coupled with other methods which 1 
have recommended, I am safe in as- 
serting that the smuggling problem Is 
well within bonds of early solution

Hermlna Renzelman was found not 
guilty of the murder of her sister, 
Gestlne Weasels, by the Jury before 
which she was tried today before Su- 
preme Court Justice Kallsch.

verdict was rendered 30 minutes af- 
ter the jury left the box. 
Mrs. Renzleman's temporary 
In- 


sanity defense was sustained. Several 
neighbors and witnesses from Alstead 
Centre. N. H.. testified that she had 
acted queerly for some timo prior and 
Immediately after the shooting. 
The trial began this morning and 
the Jurors were chosen in three hours, 
and at 6 o'clock the verdict of "not 
guilty because of temporary insanity 
at the time of the shooting" was ren- 
dered.

"For five weeks I noticed an ap- 
parent attachment between my sister 
and my husband," she told the jury. 
"On two occasions I caught my sister 
kissing my husband. Later rny hus- 
band took my sister to New York say- 
ing- he had found her a position, leav- 
ing me in" my lonely country home. 
"My sister came down the Saturday 


before Christinas and remained two 
weeks with me. 
She admitted living- 


with my husband in New York and 
when he came down.'the last day of 
my sister's stay, he took my sister 
back with him. 
"I was left alone for two months 
and could stand it no longer." She 
then told of going to a Iriend in New 
York the Friday before the murder 
and telephoning her husband's place 
of business.

This Week in the Garden 


E 


VER «lnc« th« time of Pharaoh 


m«n have looked upon gardening 
as a pleasurable pastime involving 
two operation*: the planting of the 
B««d nnd harvesting of the crop. Un- 
fortunately, however, there ar» sev- 
eral important steps that separate the 
two as far apart as the polcH. Any- 
one can plant a seed, but not everyone 
can pick from his vines several weeks 
hence, largo luscious tomatoes or peas 
of the sort pictured in the seed cata- 
logues. 
After the garden has been planted 
there is much that must be done, and 
wise is the gardener who resists the 
temptation of golf and other alluring 
things on these fine Saturday after- 
noons. 
, 
Moat seeds require from one to two 
weeks or more for germinating. Dur- 
ing that time some cultivation will be 


well worth while. This accomplishes 
the dual purpose of stopping the 
growth of weeds and of'putting the 
soil in flne mechanical condition for 
tho young plants that will soon 
brighten the garden with their green 
foliage.Advantages of loose Soil. 
The watering that has already been 
given just after the seed was planted 
will leave the soil in a hardened con- 
dition. If, the weather happens to be 
dry and no time Is at hand to give 
further waterings it may be that the 
soil will become drier than is best for 
the germinating seed. Any packed 
soli will dry much quicker than that 
which has been stirred or cultivated. 
The capillary attraction which brings 
the soil moisture to the surface Is un- 
disturbed and it will be lost by evapo- 
ration into the air if something is not 
done tfl prevent it. Cultivation is the 
best method of accomplishing-this. 
The rows will be clearly indicated 
both by the marks made when the 
soil was firmed over the newly planted 
seed and also by the stakes which 
should have been set Just after plant- 
ing. With a wheel hoe in gardens of 
some size or with an ordinary Jioe in 
smaller patches cultivate carefully be- 
tween each row. This should be hard- 
ly more than a light stirring of the 
soil sufficient only to loosen the first 
half inch of the surface and far 
mough from the ro-ws to keep from 
disturbing any seeds that might be 
slightly out of line. 
Ijook Over Yonr Implements. 
This is also a good time to take an' 
nventory of implements, to get them 
nto shape for the present season and 


to add to the assortment any that may 
later be needed. ,The Itot should In- 
clude a good garden rake, a spade. 
hoe, line, sprayer and spraying ma- 
terial. In larger gardens the purchase 
of a wheel hoe is certainly well worth 
while, for it combines such imple- 
ments as a hoe, cultivator, furrow 
marker and will do tho work of these 
tools much more easily and quickly 
than the hand Implements. To hoe a 
long row of plants by hand is \w>rk, 
except to the most enthusiastic opti- 
mist; to cultivate it with a wheel hoe 
is pleasure. 
The gardener's attention may well 
be centered on the weeds during these 
warm days. A weed killed now wil 
bo worth more than hundreds killed 
later in the season for it is at this 
time that they are more susceptible 
to attack antt will yield to methods 
that would fall when they are more 
firmly established in the soil.

Germans Not Able 


to Compromise on 


Russian Treaty 


GENOA. April 19—(By the Asso-, 
ciated Press.)—The German delegates' 
and experts have not yet been able to 
find a formula whereby a compromise 
with the entente powers, •without sac- 
rificing the Russo-German treaty, al- 
though they were in session to a verj 
late hour tonight 
Efforts are being 
made to have the conference formu- 
late a Russian policy in which the 
Russo-German treaty <an be absorbed, 
thus giving it the stamp of conference 
auproval "atfd removtne" the cause of 
hard feeling. 
The plain 
language of Premier 
Lloyd George to the German states- 
men today over the treaty incident, 
which at one time threatened to dis- 
rupt the economic conference, was 
believed to have cleared the political 
atmosphere, but as neither the Ger- 
man reply to the allies nor the Rus- 
sian replj tegardingr acceptance of 
the conditions for the restoration of 
Russia was forthcoming, the situation 
is still considered critical. 
Some of the neutrals described the 
Germans as embarrassed as how to 
find a way out of the difficulty. Mean- 
time, the work of the conference is 
blocked 
The neutral States have of- 
fic:ally insisted that the agenda of 
the conference be discussed in the 
commissions and not in private con- 
versations among the chief delegates. 
To this the leaders rejoin that pre- 
liminary meetings are advisable In 
order to expedite the labors of the 
conference. 
It is expected that once the Russo- 
German controversy is disposed of, 
the machinery of the conference will 
resume operations 
The announce- 
ment that J. P. Morgan will join the
